It is only by strenuous training and practice that 

McGill can hope to land the championship and the Daily 

sincerely hopes that the newly appointed committee will 

have no trouble in achieviug in this respect the success 

which is so undoubtedly desirable.

The success achieved by the Undergraduate Orches- 
tra upon the occasion of their recent sacred concert and 
the obvious interest displayed therein by the large au- 
dience present leads us to hope that we shall be so for- 
tunate as to have more of them this year. Sunday af- 
ternoon is often dull for the undergraduate and a better 
method of spending time than listening to the excellent 
programme provided last Sunday could scarcely be pro- 
vided. 

The performance last Sunday was a revelation to 
many students. Few of us realized the capabilities of 
the orchestra, or the presence of so much talent in our 
midst. The concert was enjoyed, not only by many un- 
dergraduates but also by a large number of outside peo- 
ple. The Daily offers its sincere congratulations to Mr. 
Smith and the McGill Undergraduate Orchestra on the 
result of their painstaking and persistent efforts and 
wishes them every success during the rest of their sea- 
son. We hope to hear more of them in the near future.
